I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1972. 
Vital  Statistics 


The  local  adjusted  Birth  Rate  has  fallen  from  last  year’s  figure  of  21.0 
per  1,000  population,  to  16.9*  There  has  also  been  a fall  from  16.0  to  14*8 
in  England  and  ’.Yales. 

In  part  this  is  probably  connected  with  the  present  day  concern  over 
population  control,  and  closely  associated  with  this,  the  increased  use  of 
contraception,  and  the  effects  of  the  Abortion  Act., 

There  was  a rise  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  to  19  per  1,000  live  births, 
a figure  slightly  above  the  National  Rate. 

Six  of  the  eight  deaths  occuring  in  children  up  to  the  age  of  1 year, 
occured  in  young  infants  of  under  4 weeks  of  age.  Three  of  these  were  caused 
by  ccngential  deformities  and  three  by  difficulties  at  birth. 

The  local  adjusted  Death  Rate  for  deaths  of  all  ages  has  fallen  to  9*8 
and  it  is  now  lower  than  the  National  Rate  of  10.8. 

In  the  table  of  causes  of  death  (on  page  7 ) the  number  of  deaths  from 
Ischaemic  heart  disease  (Coronary  disease)  has  risen.  There  are  no  significant 
changes  in  deaths  from  other  causes. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Disease  No  epidemics  occured. 

During  the  past  year  proposals  for  re-organisation  both  in  Local 
Government  and  in  the  Health  Service  have  been  under  discussion.  Arrangements 
for  the  future  pattern  have  now  reached  the  final  stages  and  I think  it  may  be 
helpful  to  explain  how  changes  in  the  Health  Service  will  affect  us. 

On  1st  April  1974  the  Community  Health  Services,  General  Practitioner 
Services  and  the  Hospital  Services  will  be  merged.  A Regional  Health  Authority 
(No  a)  will  be  set  up  in  East  Anglia  with  wide  powers  and  responsibility  for 
regional  planning  and  general  supervision  of  operating. 
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Three  Area  Health  Authorities,  Cambridgeshire,  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  will 
be  formed  to  provide  a comprehensive  health  service  in  consultation  with  its 
matching  local  authority., 

Each  area  will  be  subdivided  into  districts,  but  these  districts  will 
not  correspond  to  the  new  local  authority  districts.  At  the  time  of  going  to 
press,  the  new  Health  Districts  in  Suffolk  which  will  concern  the  Mid-Suffolk 
Local  Authority  District  are  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Health  District  which  will  cover 
the  western  one  third  of  the  Mid-Suffolk  local  authority  about  one  half  of 
Babergh  district  and  the  whole  of  St.  Edmundebury- and-Forefe*  Heath  districts 
and  Ipswich  Health  District  will  cover  the  Eastern  two  thirds  of  Mid-Suffolk 
District,  half  Babergh  district  and  the  whole  of  Ipswich. 

The  work  at  present  undertaken  by  local  authorities  which  will  be 
transfered  to  the  Health  Service  are  as  follows 

Ambulance  Service, 

Epideinological  work  - including  general  surveillance  of  the 

health  of  the  community, 

Family  planning, 

Health  Centres, 

Health  visiting, 

Home  nursing  and  midwifery, 

Maternity  and  child  health  care, 

Medical,  nursing  and  supplementary  arrangements  for  the  prevention 
of  illness,  care  and  after  care, 

Vaccination  and  immunisation. 

The  new  local  authority  districts  with  their  Health  Officers  will  be 
responsible  for  environmental  health  and  will  look  to  the  corresponding  area  or 
district  health  authority  for  medical  advice  and  support.  The  District  health 
authority  (or  in  some  cases  the  Area  Health  Authority)  will  second  to  each 
local  district  council  a specialist  in  community  medicine  (the  post  of  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  having  been  abolished). 

The  Community  Physician  will  be  appointed  with  the  agreement  of  the  district 
council  concerned  and  will  be  one  of  the  local  authority's  proper  officers  under 
section  112  of  the  Local  Government  Act  197?*  this  doctor  will  be  directly 
accountable  to  the  local  authority  for  the  work  he  carries  out  for  them.  He 
will  work  part-time  for  the  local  authority  and  part-time  for  the  district  health 
authority  (or  Area  Health  Authority). 

This  is  a broad  outline  of  the  shape  of  things  to  come.  It  is  probable  that 
teething  troubles  will  arise,  but  no  doubt  with  goodwill  and  common  sense  on  all 
sides  these  will  be  overcome. 

1972  has  been  a difficult  year  for  the  Public  Health  Department  owing  to 
the  shortage  of  Public  Health  Inspectors.  Since  the  departure  of  Mr.  Greenacre 
in  May  1972  and  Mr.  Cawdron  in  July  1972,  an  onerous  work  load  has  fallen  on 
Mr.  Morgan  and  Mr.  Green.  They  have  surely  earned  the  gratitude  of  all  for 
the  resolute  way  in  which  they  have  undertaken  many  extra  duties.  Nevertheless, 
it  is  an  undeniable  fact  that  two  men  cannot  carry  out  the  work  of  four  men, 
and  a certain  amount  of  the  routine  work  of  the  Health  Department  has  had  to 
be  left  undone. 
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In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  during1  the  year. 

I myself  am  also  most  grateful  to  Mr.  Morgan  and  the  Staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  all  their  work  during  the  year,  and  to  Mrs  Rivers, 

Clerk  to  the  Department,  who  has  been  responsible  for  compiling  and  typing 
this  report.
